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The Finance Commission of 
the Upland City Council played 
to a ‘‘full house’? Monday evee 
ning composed almost entirely 
of city employees anxious to 
learn what would happen to 
their salaries for the ensuing 
year, 

For a majority, the recome 
mendations came as good news, 
as the pay increases averaged 
3.5 per cent, although a hande

In the preliminary study, the 
commission tentatively agreed 
to increase salaries to a total 
of $9,500 until the end of the 
current fiscal year. This was 
upped to $15,000, Monday night, 
but still about $9,000 short of 
the $24,000 proposed by City 
Manager Elwin Alder.

Chairman Ronald Rossitter 
reviewed the Finance Commise 
sion study for the 30 city eme 
ployees on hand and commented, 
‘We have a good city and good 
employees and our salary 
schedule is comparable with 
other cities of our size.’? He 
also made comparison with 
Ontario and nine neighboring 
cities in various categories. 

CHAIRMAN ROSSITTER proe 
posed that a management cone 
sultant firm be employed to 
prepare a study relating sale 
aries to skill, rather than fol- 
lowing the step system now in 
use, admitting that the present 
system is not always the fairest. 

Speaking in opposition to ine 
creases at this time was Mrs, 
Isabel Whitney who advocated 
‘*tholding the line.’’ She said that 
she paid three times as much 
in taxes as she did in 1964 
even though the tax rate is the 
same, She attributed the boost 
in taxes to tripling of assessed 
valuation of her property. 

One city employee said that 
the 3.5 per cent boost should 

apply to all employees and be 
considered as ‘‘a cost of living®’ 
increase, 

Both Chairman Rossitter and 
Councilman George Gibson 
pointed out that the Commission 
was more concerned with policy 
rather than classification, and 
that the job-breakdown in- 
creases were the responsibility 
of the city manager. 

COUNCILWOMAN ZELLA

Extensive engineering re- 
search and negotiations with 
this company resulted in ou 
area losing this industry to 
an area where an ocean outfall 
system is available for dispo- 
sal of plant effluent. 

The San Bernardino County 
Economic Development Com- 
mission met with the Board of 
CBMWD in November to re« 
view progress made by CBMWD 
on its industrial waste dispo- 
sal program. 

Maps depicting the heavy in- 
dustrial acreage, methods of 
computing the per acre contri- 
bution, the proposed location of 
various trunk lines and thelr 
size and capacity, were Tre- 
viewed. Legal complexities of 
the District’s negotiations with 


County Sanitation Districts 
were also reviewed,

TWO 3-million gallon reser- 
voirs and chlorination statio 
were constructed in 1965 - one 
at Palo Verde and Ramona in 
the City of Montclair, the other 
at San Bernardino and Live Oak 
in Fontana, at a combined cost 
of $440,000. 

A permit was issued by the 
California Public Health De- 
partment enabling CBMWD to 
furnish water for domestic pur- 
poses to the Citles of Mont- 
clair, Chino, and the nelghbor- 
ing vicinities without further 
treatment.

THE FIRST Improvement 
District within CBMWD was es- 
tablished in 1964 to provide ap- 
proximately 3,000 acres located 
southwest of the City of Chino 
with sanitary sewer facilities. 

This was accomplished 
through the cooperation of the 
City of Chino, which agreed to 
accept, treat and dispose of 
domestic waste originating 
within the Improvement Dis- 
trict boundaries.

Re-use of waste water canbe 
an economical way of supple- 
menting basic water supplies, 
the chief engineer for the Los 
Angeles County Sanitation Dise 
trict believes, 

“Rut a water re-use program 
should not be looked on as a sub. 
stitute for a good, basic water 
supply,’ says John Parkhurst. 

In a University of California 
Extension lecture, Parkhurst 
nots! that ‘good’? water is 
needed for a re-use program 
to be practical, 

‘Ry that I mean ‘good’ after 
it reaches the sewer,'’ said 
Parkhurst, ‘which may sound 
funny, but IT look as closely at 
sewer water as some people 
look at stream water,’ 

Parkhurst defined good water 
as water with no more than 
1,000 parts of dissolved solids 
per million parts of water, I. 
deally, he said, he prefers water 
with just 600 “parts per mil. 
lion.’’ 

Parkhurat’s lecture, ‘Waste 
Water Management,"’ was the 
next to last in a series of 14 
weekly University Extension 





lectures in Montclair on Calle 
fornia water resources, which 
have featured as guest lecturers 
Specialists involved in the prob. 
lems of providing water for ur- 
ban and rural use, 

Waste water expert Park. 
hurst pointed out that, “ft is 
possible to produce almost any 
quality of water from waste wa. 
ter-~-at a price,’’ 

He listed a number of pro. 
cesses and their costs, based 
on a8 supply of waste water 
which has already been through 
a secondary filtration plant, 

Among them were ‘sand fil. 
tration,’’ which adds from $10 
to $16.50 to the cost of delivered 
water; a Diatomaceous Earth 
process, which would add from 
$13 to $23 to the cost; and re. 
verse osmosis, adding from $66 
to $100 to the cost per acre foot, 

"These and other processes 
are in the development stage," 
said Parkhurst, ‘but they are 
feasible, we believe,” 

Ne added that generally, the 
quality of the resulting water 
improves in direct ratio to the 
cost of producing it,
